How do you say goudby to a valued friend 
and respected leader? 
Dwight David Eisenhowei’ — general, states­ 
man and friend of humanity — now belong«! to 
the ages. But his long life, dedicated to serving 
bis country in the interest of freedom, will 
aorxe as an inspiration to Americans so long as 
our nation stands. 


THE CAREER l>e fashioned for himself from 
a humble origin spanned the globe and went 
from soldier to statesman. 
He followed the beacons of peace and free­ 
dom all his life and admitted his mistakes in 
thc same spirit of humility that he accepited his 
.spectacular triumphs in war and politics. 
His leadership in the dark days of World War 
Tf and the victories that rasulted gave the 
world hope and courage to hold on until the ul­ 
timate triumph came. 
I’he beloved spot he held in the hearts of 
.Americans was demonstrated twice at the pres­ 
idential ballot box when he defeated one of the 
ablest Democratic candidates ever to seek the 
higli office. Ad'ai E. Stevenson. 
The public esteem accorded Mr Eisenhowei’ 
was ivpified by the popular slogan: “I Like 
Ike ” ' 
The former president was not cut from politi­ 
cal doth but once he was convinced his country 
was again calling for his services, he fought 
hard to win. 
Yet, oven as a military gerau.s, he had the 
courage to i.ssue a warning at the close of nis 
,s(*cond term for the nation to keep an eye on 
the growing military-industrial complex. His 
analysis was prophetic. 
His keen interest in the nation and world af­ 
fairs remained with him until the end. 


REFl FLTING ON HIS life, we are reminded 


that his contributions to his nation parallel lhat 
of another great American of whom it was said 
he was “First ki war, first in peace and first in 


the hearts of his countrymen.” 
We also can add that people in other coun­ 
tries revered the former president. 
To the man who was given immense tasks 


during his lifetime and who handled them re­ 
markably well, we find that saying goodby is 
unnecessary but a final “Thank You” is manda­ 
tory.

Highway Common Sense 


Attention finally Is being given to new high- 
wa\ planning procedures with respect to mat- 
;ers other than just .serving traffic needs. 
In accordance with new rules issued by the 
r S 
Department of Transportation’s federal 
highway administration in the final days of the 
Johnson administration, state highway depart­ 
ments now are required to allow citizens to par­ 
ticipate more fully in the process of selecting 
highway locations and designs, 
Tlie regulations call for states to hold at least 
two public hearings, instead of one, on a m ajar 
federally-aided highway project. This includes a 
“rorndor” hearing which must be held before a 
«fa'e highway department is committed to a 
specific route. 


I P TO NOW the single hearing generally has 
taken place after the corridor has been chosen. 
It is especially significant that the new rules 
also specify how the state highway departments 
aro to analyze and consider the social, econom­ 
ic and environmental effects of their projects. 
A good example of tihe value of this particu­ 
lar rule can be seen here in Ohio with reference 
to the Ohio and Erie Canal 
In numerous instances highways destroyed 
m.iles of the old canal bed and towpath which 
could have been preserved by merely movnng 
the highwav corridor 50 to 100 fet to the right 
or left. 
Today efforts are being made by county, 
state and local governmental units to preserve 
and restore some of the canal sections which 
were not eradicated by the highway construc­ 
tion. But many of the picturesque arei« and 
hi'-torical loc'ks were destroyed to make way for 
adfiitional or replacement highways. 
Stark 
Tuscarawas and Coshocton counties 
are onlv three of the counties in which this ca­ 
nal dedruction occurred. 
In addition to the effect on environment, the 
now rulf's also show new concern for people 
Heretofore, a .state highway department, in 
.submit ng plans for a federal-aid project by- 
pa -mg or going through any town or city, was 
!«■( uired to certify only that it had considered 
th“ ‘ «Tonomic’’ effects of the route location. 
But the new act of 1968 says the department 
must also consider the ‘.social effects” of such 
a location and its impact on the environment, 


THE RULES HAVE BEEN expanded to in­ 


clude 23 factors to be considered relative to so­ 
cial, economic and environmenrtal effects. Some 
of these are: 
recreation and parks, public 
health and safety, residential and neighborhood 
character and location, conservation (including 
ero.sion, sedimentation, wildlife and general 
ecology of the area),natural and historical 
landmarks, nois?e, air and water pollution, mul­ 
tiple use (rf space, and displacement of families 
and busaiwsses. 
In our rush to build a high-quality network if 
superhighways, we have been shortsighted in 
many cas». 'Hie Department of 'Transporta­ 
tion’s new rules represent a corrective measure 
long overdue. 
But the step taken will be effective only if ef­ 
ficiently a(bninisirated by Secretary of Trans- 
portaticwi John A. Volpe and his department 


No IVe-Jiidgiiig 


It should not be necessary to issue such a

An East Liverpool police officer has been 
charged with a crime and has been suspended

Union Fears Hof fa’s Return 


WASHINGTON — There was no joy in Mud- 
ville when word flashed that Jimmy Hoffa 


might get out. 
There was no glee in the Teamsters’ marble 
hall when the Supreme Court, 
down the street, ruled that 
the imprisoned union presi­ 
dent sliould be granted re­ 
hearings on both his convic­ 
tions, totaling 13 years. 
Teamsters are allergic to 
prison and they’d certainly 
like to .see “Jimmy” paroled 
— but retired to comfortable 
privacy or a corporation exec­ 
utive job somewhere. Mighty 
Victor Riesel 
few officials want him back as president. 
The little fellow, now a model shoemaking, 
matlress-ma.shing prisoner, simply would get m 
the way of their new national goal — the build­ 
ing of the first massive labor conglomerate in 
the U S , before the AFGCIO launches it.s own 
conglomerates. 
George Meany, AFL-CIO president, already 
has indicated— and it’s been completely over­ 
looked and unreported — that the big 14 mil­ 
lion-member labor federation plans its own 
mergers to match the Ling-Temco-Vought trend 
in American industry. 


IN EFFECT, the Teamsters are already 
there. They’ve been growing, without pains, 
while Jimmy Hoffa has been in prrion 
The 
Brotherhood has organized several hundred 
thousand new members in the past few years 
and now report they have 21 million dues pay­ 
ers. 
And they’ve saved their money. When Presi­ 
dent Hoffa went manacled into the snow on his 
first mile to Ivewisburg, Pa., penitentiary', the 
Teamsters had total assets of some $64.1 mil­ 
lion Now their assets roll upward of $73.5 mil­ 
lion. This, it seems, runs them third to tiie 
United Mine Workers and the United Au‘o 
Workers, depending on who read.s the balance 
sheets. 
And they move in the best circles, I^st 
month. Secretary of Labor Shultz invited acting 
General President Frank Fitzsimmons to come 
over and get acquainted, Jimmy Hoffa could 
not have gotten in on the rump of an ABM 
rocket. But “Fitz" and the secretary talked for 
an hour on the afternoon of Feb. 11 When the 
jovial Teamsters chief finally walked out. truly 
hung up on rarified cabineft rank environment, 
he said; 


“I TOLD HIM to feel his way 
He was 
dropped into the job just like me.” 
Small w'onder he was up tight on this thing. A 
Team.sters diief executive has not talked nri- 
vately with a Secretary' of Labor since blue- 
eycd bald-pated Dave Beck 
Jim Hoffa could never make it for many rea­ 
sons. 
But it is sufficient to say that fate handed 


him the back of its hand right m the very same 
decision which now gives him a chance for 
freedom — or at least the quashing of one con­ 
viction. 
I^st Monday morning, the Supreme (tourt in­ 
cluded Jimmy Hoffa’s two appeals (from his 
jury tampering and mail fraud convictions) 
when it ruled on some 17 case« revolving 
around the issue of wiretapping. In each, the 
appellant charged that the government had 
used evidence tainted by eavesdropping. 
But the court acted separately on one case in­ 
volving an old friend of Mr. Hoffa. The friend, 
Frankie Dio (Dioguardi) had been cxmvicted of 
complicity in the smuggling of some 200 pound.s 
of pure heroin and is now de.stined to a long 
stay in prison. Frankie Dio is a brother of 
Johnny Dio, truly such an intimate of Jim Hof­ 
fa that the latter once offered the Cosa Nostra 
racketeer any job he sought in ti» Teamsters 


OBVIOUSLY Mr Hoffa no long«- is charis­ 
matic, Obviously if he returned to the Teams­ 
ters presidency, the organization never could 
return to its recently won place in the official 
sun. Obviously Attorney General John Mitchell 
would crack down on the Brotherhood, behe­ 
moth or not 
But without “Jimmy.” the Teamsters will be 
on their wav to conglomerate much of Ameri­ 
can labor Already this union spreads across 
(and not as deliverx' meni broadcasting, movie 
making, baking, steel hauling, the service indus- 
trv, banking. Wall Street investment and fan­ 
tastic real estate dex'elopments. each worth 
tens of millions of dollars. 
And with Walter Reuther. the Teamsters hope 
to move into the low cost assembly line type of 
housing construction labor. Brotherhood leaders 
move in glamorous and even intellectual circles 
these days. 
They see their image changing, their assets 
ballooning to $100 million at the national head­ 
quarters alone, their membership rolling w to 
three million. 
And they' see Jim Hoffa's visage blurring 
their vision. Small wonder there was no joy in 
Mudville when word came that the mighty Hcrf- 
fa might strike out on his own again.

The hoodlums, hippies and the cold-blooded 
academic revolutionists seem to have succeed­ 
ed far beyond their lurid dreams. For lihey 
have not onlv disrupted our great sy.stem of 
higher education andfrustrated our college and 
university administrators but have seemingly 
thrown our federal government into a hopeless 
bind as to what can be done at that highest 
level of government.

As a consequence. President Nixon’s state­ 
ment of March 22 on college disorders must be 
appraised as one correspondent put it — a 
“hortatory” gesture.

Highway Common Sense 


Attention finally is being given to new high- 
wa,\ planning procedures with respect to mat­ 
ers other than just serving traffic needs. 
In accordance with new rules issued by the 
U.S. Department of Transportation’s federal 
highway administration in the final days of the 
Johnson administration, state highway depart­ 
ments now are required to allow citizens to par­ 
ticipate more fully in the process of selecting 
highway locations and designs. 
The regulations call for states to hold at least 
two public hearings, instead of one. on a major 
federally-aided highway project. This includes a 
“corridor” hearing which must be held before a 
state highway department is committed to a 
specific route. 


I P TO NOW the single hearing generally has 
taken place after the corridor has been chosen. 
It is especially significant that the new rules 
also specify how the state highway departments 
are to analyze and consider the social, econom­ 
ic and environmental effects of their projects. 
A good example of the value of this particu­ 
lar rule can be seen here in Ohio with reference 
to the Ohio and Erie Canal 
In numerous instances highways destroyed 
miles of the old canal bed and towpath which 
could have been preserved by merely moving 
the highway corridor 50 to IOO fet to the right 
or left. 
Today efforts are being made by county, 
state and local governmental units to preserve 
and restore some of the canal sections which 
were not eradicated by the highway construc­ 
tion. But many of the picturesque areas and 
historical locks were destroyed to make way for 
additional or replacement highways. 
Stark 
Tuscarawas and Coshocton counties 
are onlv three of the counties in which this ca­ 
nal destruction occurred 
In addition to the effect on environment, the 
new rules also show new concern for people 
Heretofore, a state highway department, in 
submit ng plans for a federal-aid project by- 
pa- ng or going through any town or city, was 
required to certify only that it had considered 
the “economic” effects of the route location. 
But the new act of 1968 says the department 
must also consider the ‘social effects” of such 
a location and its impact on the environment. 


I HE RULES HAVE BEEN expanded to in­ 


clude 23 factors to be considered relative to so­ 
cial, economic and environmental effects. Some 
of these are: 
recreation and parks, public 
health and safety, residential and neighborhood 
character and location, conservation (including 
erosion, 
sedimentation, wildlife and 
general 
ecology of the area ),natural and historical 
landmarks, noise, air and water pollution, mul­ 
tiple use of space, and displacement of families 
and businesses 
In our nrth to build a high-quality network of 
superhighways, we have been shortsighted in 
many cases. The Department of Transporta­ 
tion’s new rules represent a corrective measure 
long overdue. 
But the step taken will be effective only if ef­ 
ficiently administrated by Secretary of Trans­ 
portation John A. Volpe and his department. 


No Prejudging
